Among the slaughter-nouses, bone-boiling and

fat-rendering esta®lhichments in the vicinity of

In thesas factories the stom-
achs of hogs are subjected to some chemical
process which results in the productisn of pep-
sin. Your correspondant, wbile in the wielnity
of one of thesa ractories, had his attention
drawn to a long ereasy platform sttached to the
building, on which had been domped from
butchers’ carts a large mass of what seemed to
be hogs' entrails, which, when seen, were in a
stato of semi-putrefaction. Of late the medical
lournsin bave eontained alarming aectounts of
lood poisoning resulting from the use of in,
such as is sold in the droe stores, and whieh to
a large extent is made from sueh stuff as above
mentioned. Frequently the decomposed animal
tissue is separated with the pensin and this en-
tire mass, good and bad, i+ subjectad to a dry-
ing process, after which it is sold as pepein.
Scientists elaim that much of this matter is dan-
gerouns, poisonous material. As pepsin has here-
wofors been tsed ton greater or lesa extentas a
remedy for indigestion, it is inter-sting to know,
